Muther Not Guilty 
In Auto Fatality 

Lorenz F. Muther of 180 Elgin st., 
Newton Center, was found not guilty 
in the Newton court on Monday by 
Judge Lloyd Allen on charges of 
manslaughter and driving a car so as 
to endanger the lives and safety of 
the public. On the afternoon of June 
29th a bicycle on which three boys 
were riding came out of Victory 
Field playground and was going 
across California st. when it was in 
collision with a car operated by Mr. 
Muther. Two of the three hoys rid- 
ing on the bicycle received fractured 
skulls and other injuries. Clifford 
Carpentier, 14, of Graniteville, who 
was riding on the handlebar, died a 
few hours later at( the Newton Hos- 
pital. Dominic Pacetti, 13, of 42 
Rustic st.. Nonantum, who was rid- 
ing on the frame of the bicycle, died 
at the Newton Hospital on July 6. 
Clifford DeWolfe, 13, of 246 Califor- 
nia st., Nonantum, who was on the 
seat of the bicycle, received slight in- 
juries. 

In court on Monday William Leon- 
ard. assistant city engineer, testified 
regarding the width of the street at 
the scene of the accident, and that 
tire marks on the street showed that 
the automobile had travelled 65 feet 
after the brakes had been applied. 
Motorcycle Officer Dowling testified 
that Muther had stated after the ac- 
cident that he was travelling about 
25 miles per hour when the collision 
occurred, and that the bicycle had 
crashed into the side of the car. 
Frank Fisher who operates a gaso- 
line station near the scene of the ac- 
cident testified that Muther's car 
was travelling at a speed of about 
40 miles an hour just before the col- 
lision. Joseph Palmieri of 304 Wa- 
tertown st., who saw the crash, esti- 
mated the speed of the car at be- 
tween 30 and 35 miles. Willard 
Henri of 281 Watertown st., Nonan- 
tum, another witness, testified that 
the automobile was going between 35 
and 40 miles an hour. Judge Allen 
commented that the evidence did not 
substantiate the charges against 
Muther. 


Bather Rescued 

At Crystal Lake 

L. R. Gissler, a young man residing 
on Clark st., Newton Centre, was 
seized with a fainting spell while 
standing on the float at Crystal Lake 
late Tuesday afternoon and fell into 
the water. Oliver Cavanaugh, a life- 
guard at the bathing beach, plunged 
in and carried young Gissler to the 
shore. Dr. C. A. Thompson was sum- 
moned and treated the youth who was 
taken to his home.

Tho recently organized Newton Cit- 
izens Association was granted a char- 
ter on July 22nd. The objects for 
v/hich this association was formed 
are explained in the following article 
received from C. Raymond Cabot who 
was elected president ot the new’ or- 
ganization. 

On July 22 a charter was granted 
to the Newton Citizens Association 
by the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth, and it is now fitting that a 
statement lie made informing the 
public regarding the purposes of this 
newest of our civic organizations. 

Believing that the thousands of 
people w’ho have moved to Newton in 
recent years, many of whom have 
selected it as their place of residence 
because of its unexcelled schools, its 
low’ tax rate, and its efficient and well- 
ordered municipal government, have 
a real interest in their city and de- 
sire that its standards be main- 
tained, a group of citizens has or- 
ganized under the name of the New 
ton Citizens Association. 

While it is true our city has an 
enviable record and one that is fre- 
quently the subject of editorial com- 
ment in our Boston and other papers, 
that record can be maintained only 
so long as its citizens show an inter- 
est in the management of its affairs. 
The complexity of modern conditions, 
the many diversions that there are 
in business and social life, and the 
grow’th of the city alone, havo made 
it increasingly more difficult for our 
citizens to know each other or even 
know who their representatives in 
government are.

This alone lias in the past de- 
terred many worthy men and wom- 
en from even allowing their names 
to be used or suggested as possible 
candidates for public office. It is 
thought then that if such an organ- 
ization as the Newton Citizens Asso- 
ciation can help make the way easier 
to secure the best candidates for of- 
fice, the quality of our city govern- 
ment will continue to be maintained 
on a high plane. 

The organization will welcome to 
its membership all voters who hav 
the best interests of the city at heart 
without regard to party, race or reli 
gion. Its primary concern is the 
welfare of the community and not 
the advancement or defeat of any in- 
dividual. The organization can suc- 
ceed only to the extent that it re- 
ceives the support of those having 
t he best interests of our city at 
heart.

The Aldermen did not suggest 
any method of financing the new 
schools and library.

Record Amount Of 
Water Used Monday 

During the past few weeks there 
was an exceptionally heavy use of 
water in this city. The continued 
drought had been burning up lawns 
and many residents have been using 
garden hose extensively in attempts 
to save the grass in their yards from 
being scorched. This drain on the 
Newton water supply, together with 
the decreased amount of water ob- 
tained from the reservation at Need- 
ham necessitated Newton using re- 
cently large amounts of water from 
the Metropolitan district supply. This 
resulted in the water supplied to 
householders having a soft and dis- 
agreeable taste, quite different from 
that which characterizes Newton’s 
own supply of hard water. Recent 
tests of the water show, according to 
Water Commissioner Murray, that it 
is free from any harmful bacteria. 

On Monday of this week. 11 . 25". 000 
gallons of water were used in New- 
ton: a record consumption. On Tues- 
day. 7.500.000 gallons were pumped 
into the mains. The average daily 
consumption for the city is 4, 76". "00 
gallons. The Charles River at the 
pumping station in Upper Falls was 
nearly 2 feet below normal level on 
Wednesday. 


Files Claim For 
Damage To Auto 

Fred G. Howe. Jr. of 167 Waverley 
ave.. Newton, has presented a claim 
to the city for damages to his auto- 
mobile caused by a defect on Bowers 
st.. Newtonville. near the railroad 
station. Mr. Howe stated that on 
July 7 his car went into a depression 
caused by a catch basin being lower 
than the street surface, and that the 
curbing near the basin is out of line.

AIR CONDITION FOR EMBASSY 

The installation of a new venti- 
lation and fresh air cooling system 
at the Embassy Theatre (Waltham) 
is expected to he completed and 
ready for operation within the next 
few days. 

For the past several weeks work- 
men have been busy at the Embassy 
installing this new system which is 
of the most modern design. When 
completed the new cooling equipment 
will supply, distributing equally 
throughout the house, 45,000 cubic 
feet of fresh air hourly. 

Huge air blowers driven by power- 
ful motors will remove all excessive 
humidity and foul air as fast as it 
is created; replacing with a comfor- 
tably cool dry air purified and free of 
all odors. 

In the installation of this ventila- 
tion and fresh air cooling system 
every precaution has been taken to 
protect the health and comfort of 
theatre patrons. All new equipment 
has been installed in such a manner 
as to eliminate any possibilities of 
direct drafts. 


Magnetic Hills 

In regard to a certain hill in Cali- 
fornia that is supposed to have 
magnetic power sufficient to pull 
an automobile up at the rate of 25 
miles an hour, the so-called mag- 
netic force is imaginary, and cars 
do not climb them without power 
from their engines. The rider is 
simply the victim of an optical illu- 
sion, produced by the contrast in 
two grades, it is often difficult for 
a driver among the mountains to 
tell whether he is going uphill, on 
the level, or downhill. Approaching 
the hill on a 15-degree grade, he 
comes to a sharp curve and when 
he has turned he seems to be still 
going uphill though his machine will 
coast without power. In reality he 
is going down a two-degree grade. 
Besides the Magnetic hill outside 
Los Angeles, there are similar 
"magnetic hills’’ in other mountain- 
ous regions, where the same illu- 
sion is experienced.

The unconscious mind is in control 
of the body. In the hypnotic trance, 
however, the unconscious is also in 
touch with an operator. This ac- 
counts for the curious results ob- 
tained, for the unconscious is very 
open to suggestion and has a re- 
markuble power over the entire 
body.

This 
is — the practice of some drivers of 
milk wagons of shifting cases of bot- 
tles during early morning hours and 
leaving empty cases piled high on 
sidewalks during the following day, 
and frequently for a couple or more 
days. In the first place it is illegal 
to have such obstacles on sidewalks 
or borders of sidewalks. We were 
in the office of the Street Commis- 
sioner the other day when a womnn 
telephoned from Newton Center com- 
plaining that children had been tak- 
ing empty milk bottles from cases 
stored on a sidewalk not far from 
the playground, and had broken 
them on the street. One principle 
objection to this practice of the milk 
wagon drivers is — that instead of 
shifting the bodes in their wagons 
at places where the noise will not 
awaken people, they have been do- 
ing this work in the midst of closely 
settled neighborhoods, when by go- 
ing 100 or less yards away they 
would not have disturbed persons’ 
sleep nightly. 


The Newton Board of Aldermen at 
its last meeting properly turned 
down a petition from a Newton resi- 
dent asking that parking be prohibit- 
ed along the sides of his estn'e for 
distances of 220 fee,, on Centre and 
Sargent sts. If parking in residential 
sections were prohibited, just where 
would persons park automobiles? 
Sometimes parking nuisances in res- 
idential neighborhoods justify park- 
ing restrictions, but to prohibit park- 
ing where little parking is done is 
neither practical nor legal. The 
streets still belong to the public. 


The statement printed in this 
week’s GRAPHIC regarding the pur- 
poses of the Newton Citizens Asso- 
ciation should be of much interest to 
residents of this city. Persons who 
want Newton to remain in the future 
tlie outstanding residential communi- 
ty it has been in the past, have real- 
ized during the past 15 years when 
this city has been growing very 
rapidly in population, that care must 
be exercised to elect to our city gov- 
ernment men of ability, men who 
will prevent Newton from deterio- 
rating through undesirable develop- 
ment or exploitation. We believe 
the organizers of the new organiza- 
tion are quite sincere in their ob- 
jects. We would be more enthu- 
siastic over the association, had it 
been made more representative in 
its group o£ organizers and officers. 
There are many life-long residents of 
this city, men who have served in 
our city government, who have an 
unusual knowledge of Newton af- 
fairs, who are genuinely anxious that 
Newton shall be kept on a high 
plane, who would have been assets 
as leaders in this new movement 
had they been requested to co-oper- 
ate in its organization. However, 
the invitation to join, which is now 
extended, affords an opportunity for 
others to participate, and we hope 
that the association will eventually 
include people of all classes in the 
city who desire to see municipal gov- 
ernment in Newton kept on a high 
level. 


We received a very informative and 
interesting booklet this week entitled 
"Suburban Living at Its Best.” The 
author is John R. Prescott, for 56 
years a resident of Newtonville and 
for 27 years a member of the Newton 
Board of Assessors. Mr. Prescott, a 
native of Vassalboro. Me., came to 
Newton when a youth and this city 
has no more loyal booster. The pur-

pose of tlie 67-page book he has writ- 
ten is to better acquaint Newton peo- 
ple with the interesting past of their 
city and its equally interesting pres- 
ent. It contains a short historical 
sketch of the community, and informa- 
tion regarding the industrial era of 
Newton which preceded its develop- 
ment as a suburban, residential sec- 
tion. Newton’s advantages as a city 
of high-class homes are summarized. 
The book contains no advertising or 
real estate propaganda. It is profusely 
illustrated by 47 photographs and 
sketches made expressly for it. 

Mr. Prescott has turned over the 
rights of the book to the Newtonville 
Library Association as his contribu- 
tion to the fund which is being raised 
for the new library building to be 
erected in that village. A large per- 
centage of the 7000 copies of the hook 
which have been printed has already 
been sold. The remaining copies can 
be purchased at the Newton Free Li- 
brary and its branches, and at stores 
in the various villages of the city. 
The price is 25 cents. Not only is the 
hook of great interest to old residents 
of Newton, but it should certainly be 
obtained by our newer residents to 
better acquaint them with the city of 
their adoption. Mr. Prescott deserves 
the praise of his fellow citizens for 
the time he devoted and the expense 
he went to in preparing this volume. 


One of Newton’s chief assets has 
been the thousands of trees which 
line its streets. Many of the older 
trees have died in recent years. Mod- 
ern conditions are not conducive to 
prolonging the life of trees along 
highways. The great number of new 
streets developed in Newton during 
the past 20 years necessitate larger 
appropriations for adequate trees 
along their sides. Our playgrounds 
also need more trees. The cost of 
purchasing sufficient young trees is 
not great. We believe that if the 
Mayor makes any reasonable recom- 
mendation for this purpose, the Board 
of Aldermen will readily grant it.

Smallest Land Is Tuned 

to Music and Festivals 

Music plays an Important role In 
Luxembourg. One-sixth of Its small 
army, it used to be said, composed the 
band. Ancient tunes and saws are the 
order of the day for festivals. 

One of the most interesting of these 
Is the strange procession at Echternach 
every Whit Tuesday, when 20,000 dnne- 
Ing pilgrims, swaying three steps for- 
ward and two back, go through the 
town to the old tune, “Adam, He Had 
Seven Sons.” Then at Luxembourg, 
the capital, the March of the Muttons 
Is celebrated each year, snow-white 
lambs making their puzzled way 
through the streets, followed by mu- 
sicians playing the old Mutton march. 

Older than Luxembourg’s castles are 
Its Druid ruins nnd customs. On the 
summit of one of its hills, which is 
crowned by u mysterious stone, chil- 
dren build n fire one night each year, 
and then waving burning brands come 
rushing down through the torch-lit 
darkness Into the village at the foot 
of the mountain. This custom began 
before history was written. 

Less than half the size of the little 
American state of Delaware, the Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg has a total pop- 
ulation less than that of Sun Antonio, 
Texas. 


Giants Feared Midgets 

Midgets often hove keen minds, while 
giants are frequently below the aver- 
age In intelligence, says a writer of 
‘The World of Midgets,” published In 
London. The contrast in virility and 
wits between giants and midgets was 
amusingly Illustrated in the Seven- 
teenth century by an Austrian empress,, 

| who collected as many ns she could 
and housed them in the same building. 
Many people feared the glunts would 
harm the midgets, but the reverse wus 
the ense. The midgets teased the life 
out of the giants, and Insulted and 
robbed them to such an extent thut the 
poor giants, with tears In their eyes, 
complained about the way they were 
being bullied! Finally, armed senti- 
nels hud to he stationed in the build- 
ing to protect the pour little giants frum 
the ‘great’ bullying midgets!"

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Crude Sail Used to Aid 

Oarsmen to Propel Ships 

The adaptation of sails came early 
In the history of navigation, notes n 
writer In the Chicago Tribune. The 
Egyptians first used a piece of square 
matting lashed to a single mast. This 
crude sail, however, was by no means 
the chief means of propelling the ves- 
sel. For hundreds of years the pro- 
pelling force for all ships was princi- 
pally supplied by oarsmen. Snils were 
In the beginning merely auxiliary as- 
sistants to the rowers nnd were used 
only when n following wind was pres- 
ent. Egyptian ships of the fifth dy- 
nasty represent n more practicable use 
of sails us n propelling force. Manip- 
ulation of the sail was aided by lines 
attached to the sail. Backstays sup- 
ported the mast. Steering was accom- 
plished by pnddlcs In the hands of 
steersmen on the stern plntform. The 
commander, standing amidships, held 
a long pole, or a thong, with which 
he prodded the rowers when they 
were working. 

From the primitive stages the art 
of shipbuilding and the skill of navi- 
gating vessels progressed to that stage 
which was represented by the cornpar 
atively huge ships known ns galleys. 
The ancient Greeks nnd Romans, as 
well ns the civilized nntions border- 
ing the Mediterranean nnd adjoining 
seas, used gnlleys effectively In war 
and peace. Galleys were common in 
the early centuries of the Christian 
era. The famous triremes of the Ro 
mans had lengths ns great ns 200 feet 
and were from 20 to 30 feet In width. 
They were equipped with large sails, 
but depended upon oars for the chief 
means of propulsion. 


First Steam Engine Was 

Used Away Back in 1698 

While James Watt Is generally cred- 
ited with being the Inventor respon- 
sible for the development of the stenm 
engine, patent records show that an 
Englishman, Thomas Savery, devised 
a water-raising engine In 1G98. This 
was really the first steam engine to 
be put to practical use, being employed 
In raising water from a coal mine, says 
Pathfinder Magazine. The first prac- 
tical piston-type steam engine was pat- 
ented by Thomas Newcomen and his 
assistant, James Cawley, In 1703. This 
proved immediately that this type was 
far more practical than Savery’s en- 
gine, both In number of uses nnd fuel 
consumed. Improvements made on the 
Newcomen engine from 17G3 to 17S1 
by James Watt gradually brought 
steam Into Industrial use. In 1782 
Watt departed radically from prin- 
ciples of the earlier engines nnd de 
vised the double notion type, the fore- 
runner of the glnnt engines. 

The Introduction of steam marked 
the end of the supremacy of sailing 
vessels. In 1780 James Rumsey pro- 
pelled a boat on the Potomac river 
at a speed of four miles an hour 
through use of a power pump. About 
the same time nn Englishman, James 
Fitch, utilized a stenm engine to op- 
erate his onr-driven steamboats. In 
1801 the paddle-wheel was Introduced 
In a stenm towboat operating on the 
Forth and Clyde cunnl. It was the 
work of this strange craft that in- 
spired Robert Fulton to build his 
steamboat, the Clermont, in 1S07. 


Climacteric Years 

According to ancient Greek physiolo- 
gists, the climacteric years of a man’s 
life were respectively Ills seventh, 
twenty-first, forty-ninth, sixty-third, 
and eighty-first. These were regarded 
as the terminals of marked physical 
change, and were duly celebrated. 
The advent of the twenty-first year we 
still celebrate ns the "coming of age" 
of a man — the end of the period of 
adolescence. The mystic numbers were 
seven and nine. Although the Spanish 
origin of the term "grand cllmncterlu” 
Is not known, it Is probable that it 
arose from the multiplication of the two 
mystic numbers; and the age sixt.v- 
three is supposed to mark the begin- 
ninlng of the period of decline.— Lit 
erary Digest. 


The Gemel Ring 

The Gomel ring, common in the Mid- 
dle ages, was formed of three circles 
Joined with a Jeweled clasp, the mid- 
dle circle quite plain nnd the upper 
and lower ones set with precious 
stones. When a girl was betrothed, 
the first circle was placed on her 
hand, the plain circle given to the 
witness to the betrothal, and the third 
circle to the bridegroom. On the wed- 
ding day, the Gemel, Joined again by 
its Jeweled clasp, was used us the wed- 
ding ring.

The reason for the curfew was thut 
In the early days all the houses were 
made of wood and thatched straw, 
•ays the Montreal Herald. There were 
no chimneys, and tho smoke had to 
escape through a hole In the center 
of the roof, uud thus fires often oc- 
curred. To prevent this happening at 
night the rule of putting out all fires 
was strictly enforced. They were us- 
usually extinguished by placing over 
them n large copper hood.

The Arc de Triomphe 

The Arc de Triomphe was begun 
in 1806 by Napoleon, who intended 
it as a monument to the glory of his 
army after the battle of Austerlitz. 
The great arch was not completed 
and inaugurated until 30 years later. 
It cost the state over nine million 
frances, because of its substructure, 
which extends 45 feet below the 
ground. The figures in the great 
frieze running around the top are 
over six feet high and represent a 
departure and return of the French 
armies. The handsome arch suf- 
fered badly at different periods of 
its existence at the hands of friend 
and foe alike, notably perhaps at 
the fall of the Second empire, while 
the Commune raged in the city. It 
was calculated that for three weeks 
90 shells were fired at it daily. With 
the restoration of law and order the 
Arc de Triomphe was completely 
restored. To reach the summit 273 
steps have to be climbed. 


Origin of “Dixie” 

The Home Book of Quotations 
says there are many stories to ex- 
plain this but none of them is con- 
vincing, the compiler’s guess being 
that it derives from the Mason and 
Dixon line between Pennsylvania 
and Maryland. One legend is of a 
kind-hearted slave-owner of Man- 
hattan island in the Eighteenth cen- 
tury, whose slaves were so well 
treated that when taken away they 
pined to be back on Dixie’s planta- 
tion. Another explanation derives 
it from the French word “dix” 
which was printed on the $10 notes 
issued by a New Orleans bank, pop- 
ularly known as Dixie’s bank. Eb- 
mett’s song “Dixie Land,” written 
in 1859, spread its use.

FEDERAL INVENTORY OF NEW- 
TON REAL ESTATE 


An interesting report of the sur- 
vey made in Newton during 1934 and 
1935 on residential property under 
ERA auspices has been published 
recently. The data included in this 
comprehensive report is as of Novem- 
ber 1935. The survey was made as 
part of a CWA relief project for 
white collar workers in 64 represen- 
tative cities in the United States. 
While this project provided tempo- 
rary relief for a considerable num- 
ber of white collar workers, it is also 
expected to furnish much assistance 
to real estate groups and manufac- 
turers who have lacked data con- 
cerning residential building. 

The information obtained in New- 
ton under the survey is of real 
value to city departments. It gives 
data which can be used in connec- 
tion with street, water and sewer ex- 
tensions and provides records for the 
Assessors, Fire Department and 
Building Department. The report 
shows that 59% of residences in the 
city needed minor repairs, and 6% 
extensive repairs. According to the 
data collected, in Waban 41% of the 
residences needed minor repairs, and 
in Nonantum 80% required either 
minor repairs or alterations. The 
report shows that the least building 
activity in the city between 1930 and 
1935 was at Newton Upper Falls 
where 3% of the dwellings were 
erected during that period. The 
other extreme is at Oak Hill, where 
over 30% of the dwellings are less 
than 5 years old. and over 50% less 
than 10 years old. Between 1920 and 
1930 the number of new residences 
in Newton increased 36% and the 
population 39%. Between 1930 and 
1935 the number of residences in- 
creased by 8%. 

In Waban there is an automobile 
for every 3.09 persons and in Upper 
Falls one for 3.31 persons. In 
Nonantum only 3% of homes use oil 
or gas for fuel in central heating 
units. At Chestnut Hill 65% of res- 
idences are heated by oil or gas and 
less than 1% of the houses are with- 
out baths. 

The report contains a number of 
maps and graphs and takes 30 multi- 
graphed pages. The maps and graphs 
show the number of residential struc- 
tures and dwelling units in each vil- 
lage of the city; number of vacant 
dwellings, percentage of owner occu- 
pied dwellings, owner occupied struc- 
tures free of mortgages, median num- 
ber of rooms in family units, percent- 
age of dwelling units overcrowded, 
median monthly rentals of dwelling 
units, duration of occupancy, and 
dwellings containing mechanical re- 
frigeration. The various tables give 
information regarding the types, con- 
dition. age of structures; number of 
rooms in family units, assessed valua- 
tions. and plumbing and heating sta- 
tistics. 

In November 1935 there were 
14,075 residence structures in the city, 
containing 17,783 dwelling units. Of 
these 58% were owner occupied, 36% 
rented, and 6% vacant. Of the resi- 
dences in the city 78% are one-fam- 
ily.

Little Walled-in Cities 

Greatest attractions of all in 
Ghent, Belgium, are the lay Be- 
guinages, or nunneries. Only a few 
of these can be found in Europe. 
Here they are little walled cities 
within the city and in them live 
some five or six hundred Beguines, 
women who take no vows, but re- 
tire thus from the world for a time, 
i The little cities of walled-in quiet 
are scrupulously tidy and neat, and 
each has its little parks, squares 
and churches. The Beguines them- 
selves pay taxes just as other citi- 
zens do, and each of them is free to 
return to the life and business of 
the world at any time. It is not un- 
common for Belgian women to go to 
these nunneries for a few months, 
spending their days in making lace 
and carrying out religious devotions, 
then to return home to their old 
household tasks. 


The Term “White Paper” 

The term “white paper” is ap- 
plied to government reports on any 
subject, especially British publica- 
i tions of a less extensive nature than 
the British blue-books, which are 
official reports of parliament and of 
the privy council. Reports of am- 
bassadors, consular officials, etc., 
are often printed as “white pa- 
pers.” These terms have been in 
use for many years. During the 
late war, most of the warring na- 
tions published ofTicial documents 
to justify their stand. These includ- 
ed the white book of the Germans, 
the blue books of the British and 
Serbians, the yellow book of the 
French, the orange book of the Rus- 
sians, the red book of the Austrians, 
the green book of the Italians, etc. 
The names are derived from the 
colors of the paper covers given to 
the documents.

Paper-Making Industry 

Started in China, Japan 

The nrt or tanking paper appears to 
hnve been known to the Chinese nml 
Japanese from very early times. It 
was kept a secret for several cen- 
turies by the Chinese, but nt the eml 
of the Seventh century, as the result 
of a raid by Moors and Arnhs, the 
secret wns wrested from them and 
imparted to their captors, says the 
Indianapolis News. Paper mills were 
established In Bagdad In 70.1 A. D. 
and for 500 years the Industry wns 
maintained ns a state monopoly. About 
the Twelth century paper making wns 
Introduced by the Moors Into Spain, 
whence It spread to Italy, and later 
to France, Switzerland nnd Hollnnd, 
attaining a high degree of excellence 
In the last-named country. It wns not 
well established In Englnnd till 1085. 
The first paper mill In America wns 
erected near Philadelphia In 1000. Un- 
til the beginning of the Nineteenth 
century every sheet of pnper had to 
be made laboriously by hand. 

The credit of Introducing n suc- 
cessful pnper-mnking machine belongs 
to Henry nnd Senley Fourdrlnler, who, 
Interested by a French printer, Nlch- 
olns Robert, nnd nsslsted by Bryan 
Donkin, turned out, In 1803, the ma- 
chine which benrs their nnme. The 
first cylinder machine wns put Into 
prnctlcnl operation by John Dickinson, 
In Englnnd In 1809. In 1821 drying 
cylinders were ndded to the Four- 
drlnler mnchlne, which up to this 
time hnd contained no drying appa- 
ratus. 


Holes in Swiss Cheese 

Are Principally Bacteria 

Holes in cheese nre principally a 
matter of microscopic animals, bac- 
teria, If you prefer. First, there’s a 
sphere-shaped organism called strep- 
tococcus thermphlle8, which operates 
at high temperatures, breaking down 
sugar Into acids. Then there’s lacto- 
bnclllus bulgnricus which goes to work 
after the cheese hns cooled and strep- 
tococcus has quit making more acid. 

Lastly, there’s the rod-shaped pro- 
plonlbacterlum shermnnll, renlly more 
responsible than any of the other bnc- 
terln for holes In cheese because In 
growing It gives off carbon dioxide 
gas. The gas gathers In bubbles. Slice 
a Swiss cheese bubble and you have 
a hole. 

The Swiss, according to an author- 
ity, make cheese by instinct, more 
thnn anything else, by rule of thumb, 
ns It were. They’ve been making It 
for centuries. They renr their bacteria 
In the whey, and add the *whey to 
the milk. 


The Window Shutter 

The evolution of the shutter makes 
a colorful, romantic story. For two 
hundred or more years they hnd been 
put up beenuse the nrchltect believed 
them decorative or beenuse the home- 
owner believed they would afford ndded 
protection against the gales of win- 
ter nnd protection for the carpets and 
furniture against the color-destroying 
glnre of the summer sun. The orig- 
inal shutters hnd a more prnctlcnl pur- 
pose. In Englnnd, where It Is believed 
they originated, the householders built 
them for protection against the arrows 
of Robin Hood gangs or the rocks 
of other marauding bands. In New 
England they were equally effective 
In protecting the family against the 
depredation of the Redskins. 


Avoided Word “Circus” 

The first American circuses were 
wiser thnn our early theaters In over- 
coming the old religious prejudice 
against them ns a form of entertain- 
ment. They avoided the words “cir- 
cus" nnd “show" by using such a name 
ns “Great Moral and Educational Ex- 
hibition." Realizing, too, that a pious 
atmosphere would help to silence their 
enemies, they forced their troupes to 
attend church, made their barkers 
quote the Scriptures and painted their 
wagons with Biblical pictures. — Col- 
lier’s Weekly. 


Trial by Judge Favored 

Trial by Judge Instead of by jury Is 
gaining rapidly it# popularity in this 
country. Those states which permit 
defendants to waive Jury trials find 
that more than three quarters of them 
prefer to do it because they believe a 
Judge will give them n fairer trial than 
12 inexperienced Jurors who nre likely 
to be unduly iniluenced by the prosecu- 
tor, the press and the prejudices which 
might i rise from a defendant's relig- 
ious, • -onomic or social status. — Col- 
lier's Weekly. 


Early Massachusetts School Law 

In 1(547 a law was passed In Massa- 
chu^'its requiring every town of 50 
householders to mnlntnln a master to 
tench rending nnd writing to their 
children. Every town of 100 house- 
holders had to maintain a grammar 
school, the householders paying for all 
expenses. 


Make-Up of Northern Ireland 

Six of the nine counties of Ulster 
constitute northern Ireland, togeth- 
er with the parliamentary boroughs 
of Belfast and Londonderry. The 
counties are Antrim, Armngh, Down, 
Londonderry, Fermanagh and, Tyrone. 


St. John’* Bread 

The “husks" eaten by the prodigal 
son In the Bible parable are Identified 
in a Mediterranean legume with a 
sweet edible pulp, which Is called St. 
John’s bread, says Llewelyn Williams, 
botanist of the Field museum. 


Curfew, English Custom, 

Still Observed in Places 

The well-known recitation, “Curfew 
Must Not Ring Tonight” was written 
about the curfew hell of Chertsoy 
church, nenr the Thames In Surrey, 
where It rings every night through the 
winter until March — as It hns done for 
centuries, notes a writer In the Mont- 
real Herald. 

Chertsoy Is not the only place 
where the curfew can be heard, for 
these ancient hells nre still rung In 
ninny towns nnd villages. This shows 
how general the custom wns once, nnd 
Indeed, the ringing of the curfew wns 
once one of the most Important cus- 
toms. Wherever there were peopR 
living, there the curfew hnd to b« 
rung. These were the king’s orders. 

William the Conqueror wns the firsi 
king to mnke this custom a strlc* 
law, nnd every night nt eight o’clocl 
the curfew bell wns rung, whlcl 
meant that all fires nnd lights hnd ti 
be put out, nnd everybody hnd to gi 
Indoors. Those found outside by till 
king's soldiers nfter the bell hnd runj 
wore severely punished. As the yean 
went by the rules were made lesi 
strict, nnd the hour of bedtime gtev 
Inter. 

It Is said that only In one place wni 
the curfew allowed to he rung later 
thnn anywhere else. This wns nt St. 
Mnry-le-Moor, nt Wallingford, In Berk- 
shire, where the people rang the hell 
to welcome William after his victory 
nt Hnstlngs. As n reward for this wel- 
come the new king granted permission 
for the curfew to be rung at nine 
o’clock nt night. 


Romance of Wedding Ring 

Dates to Egyptian Times 

The Egyptians of old said that a del- 
icate nerve runs from the fourth finger 
of the left hand to the heart, writes a 
correspondent In the Weekly Irish 
Times. So this finger Is adorned with 
the wedding ring, the left hand being 
chosen to show that the woman Is to 
be “subject to the mnn.” 

Ring posies or mottoes were In- 
scribed Inside the rings given by men 
to women In the Sixteenth century. 
The “posies” were composed of rhym- 
ing lines, such as: 

“In thee, my choice, I do rejoice." 
“My heart nnd I until we die.” “When 
this you see then think of me.” “Not 
two, but one, till life Is done.” 

The old Mispnh ring— a gold ring 
bearing the word "Mispah” — was ex- 
changed between lovers when they 
were to be parted for any length ol 
time, the word Mispah being Inter- 
preted as “The Lord watch between 
thee and me when we are absent one 
from the other.” 

In ancient Rome special star-rings, 
dedicated to the Goddess of Health, 
were worn as protection against dis- 
eases nnd plagues. Part of the design 
of the ring wns n colled snake, the 
viper having been regarded ns a sym- 
bol of healing. Perhaps, this was the 
origin of the so-called “Hallowed 
Rings” of the Middle ages — rings made 
from nails taken out of old coffins, 
which were supposed to cure cramps 
In the muscles. — Montreal Herald. 


Uaea for Camphor 

Chinn uses camphor for embalming 
i purposes. India burns vast quantities 
i In its temples. But western countries 
! are the Inrgest consumers; and the 
United States takes about 50 per cent 
of the world’s total supply. The de- 
mand for camphor Increases not only 
when there is a severe epidemic of ln- 
[ fiuenzn, but when war breaks out or 
the moving picture industry Is boom- 
ing. Modern scientific research has 
found a score of new uses for It. 
Perfume bases, paint thinners, steri- 
lizers, medicines and deodorants are 
made from various grades of camphor 
oil. Smokeless gun-powder calls for 
camphor in its manufacture. Cellu- 
loid, used for all kinds of articles, 
from the baby’s rattle to moving pic- 
ture film, Is manufactured from some 
vegetable fiber like cotton or wood 
pulp ; and enmphor Is the only sub- 
stance that can make this cellulose 
base plastic. 


Potash 

The name potash was derived from 
the early method of producing the 
commodity. Wood ashes were placed 
In a pot and water poured over them 
from time to time. Then the mineral 
was extracted from the liquid. This 
method has even survived the mining 
of the large deposits of potash which 
were discovered In Germany In the 
middle of the last century, and which 
have since been the world’s most Im- 
portant source. Before the World war 
the Stnssfurt and Alsace deposits gave 
the kaiser virtual control of much of 
the world’s agriculture. 


New Hampshire’s Lakes 

In the 0302 square miles with which 
the United States geological survey 
credits New Hampshire there ure more 
than IKK) lakes and ponds, from a few 
acres In extent to Wlnnlpesaukee, 
about 80 miles long. There are 14 
mountain peaks that rise more than 
5,000 feet above the level of ihe sea, 
and an utmost uncounted number 
ranging from 1,000 to 4,000 feet in 
height. The majority of the moun- 
tains are thickly wooded. 


The Oldest Band 

Thu honor of being the oldest band 
go»*s to the United States Marine hand 
which was organized In 171)8. More 
than u century later, in 1010, the Unit- 
ed States Navy band wus organized 
from musicians on hoard the Presi- 
dential yacht, the Mayflower, and the 
Nuvy Yard hand. The United States 
Army hand did not come Into exlsteuce 
until 1022.

Newton Centre Man 
Fatally Injured 

In Quarrel 

Knocked Down In Row Over 
Fifteen Cents 

Frank Fontecchio, 65. of 400 Lang- 
ley rd., Newton Centre, died at the 
Newton Hospital at 9:20 Sunday 
night of a fractured skull. As a result, 
Donato Farlcelli, 39, of 17 John st., 
New’ton Centre, was arraigned in the 
Newton court on Monday charged with 
manslaughter. According to state- 
ments made to the police by Faricelli 
and several witnesses, Faricelli was 
seated on a doorstep at 386 Langley 
rd., Newton Centre, about 10 o’clock 
Sunday morning when Fontecchio ap- 
proached, knocked off Faricelli’s hat 
and told the latter to stand up and 
fight. Faricelli stood up, hit Fontec- 
chio one blow and the latter fell, his 
head hitting the ground. He was taken 
to liis home and when he did not 
recover consciousness a physician was 
called. The police were notified at 

1 o’clock and Fontecchio was taken 
to the Newton Hospital in the police 
ambulance. Faricelli was arrested at 

2 p. m. Sunday by Serg. Leehan and 
Patrolman Dowling on a charge of as- 
sault and battery. When Fontecchio 
died the charge was changed to 
manslaughter. 

The two men had been friends and 
on Saturday night engaged in a card 
game at Fontecchio’s home. An argu- 
ment ensued over 15 cents which Far- 
icelli owed Fontecchio and the former 
claimed Fontecchio owed him 75 
cents. As a result of this argument, 
it is claimed Fontecchio started the 
row on Sunday morning. Faricelli’s 
case was continued until August 18 
and he was held in $5000 bail. He is 
married and has one child. He lias 
been employed on WPA projects. Fon 
tecchio was employed by the Newton 
Street Department. He is survived 
by his widow and four children.

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CAREFUL DRIVING BY EDUCATION 

The Goodwin ruling announcing a proposed re-examination 
of all motor vehicle drivers of over sixty-five years of age and 
also of those drivers figuring in accidents has provoked wide- 
spread controversy. There is considerable merit in the re- 
examination of automobile drivers but it is entirely unnecessary 
to make any restriction as to age limits. Statistics reveal that 
most drivers concerned in accidents are far younger than the 
three score years and five mentioned by Mr. Goodwin. This 
older group of drivers have almost without exception been 
driving automobiles for many years. As experienced drivers 
they should almost be a preferred risk unless physically handi- 
capped. They have no thrill in fast driving and they know 
the dangers of improper driving. As a class there is no need 
for re-examination as to their ability to drive. All that is 
necessary is a checkup on their physical limitations such as 
eyesight, hearing, and possible infirmities. As for younger 
drivers it is quite obvious that when subjected to a re-examina- 
tion of their ability they should find little difficulty in getting 
approval. Habitual carelessness might be detected but that 
is all. Under the watchful eye of the examiner the driver 
would be studiously careful in his operation of the automobile. 
A dozen re-examinations would not prevent a driver from re- 
verting to the careless and reckless practices which are re- 
sponsible for the ever-increasing accident toll upon the high- 
ways of the state. Careful drivers can only be obtained 
through consistent and continual education. 


MASSACHUSETTS’ RECREATIONAL FUTURE 

Not many years ago Massachusetts was regarded as one of 
the leading industrial states of the nation. The competition 
of mills in the South and other sections brought about the 
removal of many industries to other states where tax burdens 
were lighter, labor was cheaper and power facilities were less 
expensive. Massachusetts as an industrial state has grown less 
and less prominent. On the other hand the recreational ad- 
vantages of the Berkshires, the Cape, North and South shores 
have developed rapidly. The New England Regional Planning 
Commission is advocating a long-term plan which should be 
of inestimable value to the entire northeast section of the 
country. The Commission points ouMhat where we live is not 
ours alone but something which we hold in trust for future 
generations. We have wasted much and we must waste no 
more. It is time to discard our practice of waiting until one 
asset fails before developing another. The Commission asks 
no enormous expenditures nor revolutionary methods. It be- 
lieves in the budgeting of our resources and careful planning 
over a period of years. The major features of the regional plan 
for New England in which Massachusetts plays a prominent 
part, are co-ordinated transportation systems by highway, rail, 
and air; the development of water resources, and interstate 
areas for conservation and recreation.

Recently, in reading files of the 
Newton Republican published in 1874. 
we came across a number of articles 
relative to agitation 62 years ago for 
the widening of Elmwood st. because 
of the fact that a large business build- 
ing. the Eliot Block, was to be erected 
at Elmwood and Centre sts. There 
was much controversy over the mat- 
ter of the widening before a number of 
meetings of the Board of Aldermen 
in 1874. hut. like the proposed widen- 
ing of Pelham st. at Newton Centre 
this year, construction of the Eliot 
Block had progressed so far that the 
cost of the widening was considered 
too much by the then city government 
and Elmwood st. remained narrow. 
But, the need of widening the street 
was recognized even far back in horse 
and buggy days. 

Eight years ago Eliot Block was 
razed. The advent of the automobile 
age had caused the blind corner at 
Centre and Elmwood sts. to become a 
bad traffic hazard and agitation was 
started to widen the corner there when 
the old building would have been re- 
moved. The 1928 Board of Aldermen 
voted to make a small, inadequate 
taking to provide a slight widening at 
the corner, but subsequently the 
Board rescinded its action, and the 
corner has since remained one of the 
worst traffic hazards in the city. Op- 
erators of motor vehicles travelling 
north on Centre st. speed up in order 
to make the green light at the traffic 
signal at Nonant um square. The police 
should enforce the ordinance prohibit 


bile East along Washington st. and is 
halted by a red light on the signal 
opposite Waltham st. After an inter- 
val. this signal flashes the green light 
and you start your car. But, just as 
you approach Chestnut st., and have 
travelled about 150 feet, the signal 
at the corner of Washington and 
Chestnut sts., suddenly turns from 
green to red. Some vehicles have 
reached such momentum that they are 
in front of Chestnut st. when they 
are stopped. Other motor vehicles 
travelling West on Washington st. 
have been stopped at the same time 
by the light at the junction of Wash- 
ington and Watertown sts., changing 
from green to red. So. the car which 
has passed over the pad on Chestnut 
st., and is waiting to emerge from 
that street to make a left turn onto 
Washington st., hns to squeeze, if it 
can he so operated between stopped 
vehicles headed both directions on 
Washington st. 

The green light shows and an au- 
tomobile emerges from Waltham st. 
onto Washington st. The driver in- 
tends to make a left turn to enter 
Watertown st. but finds a red light 
signalling him not to enter that 
street. Possibly, the multiple signals 
at the junctions of Washington st. 
with Waltham, Watertown and Chest- 
nut sts. may be so controlled that 
they will operate in a practical way. 
But. we doubt it. In our opinion it is a 
case of too many signals. Traffic 
conditions at West Newton square 
with the automatic operation of the 
flock of signals certainly have not im- 
proved. When a number of cars and 
trucks are delayed by the intricate 
operation of all these signals, many 
of the drivers start to speed, especial- 
ly going toward Newtonville. It is

number of accidents would not be di- 
minished to any noticeable degree. 
Few drivers over 65 are involved in 
accidents. They operate cars much 
more carefully, ns a rule, than young- 
er persons. 

Mr. Goodwin knows that persons 
under 65 would pass tests us to physi- 
cal and mental fitness to drive, and 
then could go on highways and oper- 
ate vehicles recklessly. He knows 
that it is not people over 65 who are 
responsible for practically all automo- 
bile accidents. He has frequently re- 
ferred to the failure of police and 
judges to properly prosecute and pun- 
ish speeders, drunken drivers, reck- 
less drivers and autoists who wilfully 
violate automobile and traffic laws. He 
has repeatedly condemned fixing of 
cases. It is the non-enforcement of 
laws and not aged drivers which is 
the real reason for the great number 
of deaths and injuries caused by au- 
tomobiles.

Alfred V. Guzzi of Ward 3 went to 
the City Clerk’s office and cancelled 
his registration as u member of the 
Democratic Party. Mr. Guzzi is not 
attempting to conceal this act. In 
fact, he informed us of it on Tuesday, 
August 11th. He said that he wants to 
give the voters of the district an op- 
portunity to ballot for an independent 
candidate at the coming election, and 
so he will not be affiliatad with either 
party, Mr. Guzzi is a candidate for 
both Democratic and Republican nom- 
inations as Representative to the Gen- 
eral Court from the district which in- 
cludes Wards 1, 2, 3 and 7 of Newton. 
He first announced that he would run 
us an independent candidate, and in- 
tends to do so. He will secure the 
Democratic nomination as he has no 
opposition. 

Mr. Guzzi registered as a voter on 
October 21, 1929. He lost no time in 
becoming u candidate for Ward Aider- 
man from Wurd 3. On Sept. 16. 1930, 
he registered as a Republican. On 
June 13, 1933, he cuncelled his Repub- 
lican uffiliution and registered as a 
Democrut. Since then he has been u 
very enthusiastic member of that pur- 
ty. At the Democratic convention 
in Springfield, which started on June 
5th. he wus quite in evidence, greet- 
ing Oov. Curley and other notubles. 
And now he forsukes his second po- 
litical love. One cannot accuse our 
friend, Mr. Guzzi. of being a sluve to 
any political party.

Welfare Costs 

For Year To 
Show Increase 


A considerable increase in expendi- 
tures for welfare relief in Newton for 
the year was indicated this week with 
the announcement that the appropri- 
ation of $175,000 allotted in the city’s 
budget had been exhausted. In 1935 
the total appropriation for the year 
was $210,000 and Director James P. 
Reynolds estimates that before the 
end of the year between the total 
needed will reach between $250,000 
and $300,000. 

Much of the increase is attributed 
by the Director to the substitution of 
cash payments for the commissary 
system which was in effect prior to 
this year. In spite of the additional 
expense Mr. Reynolds expresses the 
feeling that the cash payment system 
is more satisfactory, particularly 
from the standpoint of humane treat- 
ment. The remainder of the increase 
is due to an increase in the number 
of cases where “temporary aid” is be- 
ing given from 360 a year ago to 
450 at the present time. This in- 
crease is due to the completion of va- 
rious WPA projects and to the fact 
tliat many families who have re- 
frained from applying for aid are now 
at the end of their resources. 

An appropriation of $15,000 was 
made on Monday night by the Board 
ot Aldermen to bring the total appro- 
priation this year to $190,000. Within 
six or eight weeks it is anticipated 
that more funds will be needed and 
that the need for fuel will increase 
the amount required considerably.

One child was severely Injured and 
another saved from harm last Fri- 
day afternoon in an unusual accident 
at the Newtonville railroad station.

Merrill picked up the in- 
jured lad and took him to the New- 
ton Hospital in a taxicab. It was 
found that he had a fractured skull 
and other injuries. Hospital authori- 
ties reported this w’eek that lie was 
improving although his name is still 
on the danger list. 


Sentences For 
Mashers Suspended 

Suspended sentences of one month 
in the house of correction were meted 
cut to tw’o young men in court on 
Monday on charges of accosting two 
Waban girls. The pair, John J. Kel- 
ly, 19, of 77 Floral st., Newton High- 
lands and John F. Anderson, 19, of 
1657 Centre st., Newton Highlands 
were found not guilty of disturbing 
the peace. In announcing his findings 
Judge W. Lloyd Allen remarked, “We 
intend to see that the public streets 
will he safe for young girls who wish 
to go to the movies at night without 
fear of being accosted by smart 
Alecks.” The girls, each 15 years old, 
testified that the young men not only 
spoke to them but w’histled at them 
and followed them on Sunday eve- 
ning. August 9th. The girls said they 
screamed and sought refuge in a near- 
by home and called the police. The 
young men w’ere later arrested by 
Patrolmen Thomas McCormick, John 
J Murphy, and Wilfred Lupien. Tes- 
tifying in their own behalf the two 
youths said that when the girls first 
passed them they thought one of the 
girls was an acquaintance. “It was 
very dark,” they stated, to which 
Judge Allen replied. “I know how well 
lighted the place is as I used to live 
there." The court held that the pair 
were not guilty of disturbing the peace 
although the police testified that a 
large group was attracted by the dis- 
turbance. Judge Allen pointed out 
that an automobile accident usually 
attracts a crowd but the driver is not 
charged with disturbing the peace.

Seven Schools 
To Have New 
Fire Systems 

Last Spring the sum of $8000 was 
appropriated by the Newton Board of 
Aldermen to Install new fire alarm 
systems in six school buildings in the 
city. By dividing the project into 
two contracts, city officials have ef- 
fected a saving that will make it pos- 
sible to install new systems in seven 
buildings. At the suggestion of Sec- 
retary George Kellar of the School 
Committee, the Public Buildings Com- 
missioner, Harry E. Hageman, sought 
bids from firms on materials and on 
labor. When the figures were re- 
ceived it was discovered that the 
money available would go further than 
first estimated. 

The work has been started and of- 
ficials will soon select the school 
which will be included in the original 
plans. The schools first chosen were 
the Claflin School brick building, New- 
tonville; the Williams School in Au- 
burndale; the Horace Mann School in 
Newtonville; the Rice School in New- 
ton Centre; the old Hyde School in 
Newton Highlands, and the Bowen 
School in Thompsonville. When the 
project was first planned, the School 
Committee voted to recommend the 
work he carried out in that order in 
case there was not sufficient money 
for all. 

The new fire alarm systems are 
needed in twelve school buildings and 
will be installed next year in those 
buildings which are not taken care 
of this year. The other buildings in 
which the work is to be done eventual- 
ly are the old Claflin School. New 
tonville; the Elicit and Lincoln 
Schools, Newton; the Franklin 
School, West Newton, the Mason 
School, Newton Centre, and the Peirce 
School, West Newton. 


Want New Road to 
Oak Hill School 

The Oak Hill District Improvement 
Association has filed a petition with 
the Newton Board of Aldermen seek 
ing the construction of a second road 
to reach the new Oak Hill School, now 
under construction. The new road 
would connect Parker st. with the 
school. Undqr the present plan the 
only street leading to the school is 
Meadowbrook rd. which has been ex- 
tended to the school grounds. Resi- 
dents of the section are of the opin- 
ion that the school should be more 
accessible. The proposed road would 
reduce the distance many children 
would have to travel to and from 
school. As the road would be con- 
structed at city expense, a hearing 
will be held by the Aldermen before 
action on the petition is taken. Work 
on the new school is progressing rap- 
idly with the contract terms of com- 
pletion by next January expected to 
be fulfilled.

Inaugurated 


Community Chest Seeks 
Minimize Duplication

For several months the Newton 
Community Chest, Inc., has been 
gathering confidential data and in- 
formation from the public and private 
agencies, Welfare and Relief, in New- 
ton for the purpose of establishing 
its Social Service Index. 

In the Index is a record of every 
family in Newton which is served by 
any of the foregoing agencies and 
organizations. It Is strictly confiden- 
tial and open only to them for refer- 
ence. It is both a protection to the 
people who are being served and to 
the public which pays its money for 
welfare purposes in taxes to the city 
and to the Community Chest in Sub- 
scriptions. 

The Index goes into operation on 
September 1st and will be used by 
agencies engaged in welfare and re- 
lief work in the city. When a per- 
son or family applies for assistance, 
the agency of which the request is 
made immediately makes inquiry at 
the Index about the applicant, to 
learn whether aid is being given from 
any other source. With the infor- 
mation received promptly from the 
Index, the agency proceeds to care 
for the situation. The Social Service 
Index, a department of the Newton 
Community Chest, Inc., has been es- 
tablished with the fullest co-operation 
of public and private agencies. It 
has been developed in line with a 
nation-wide practice in progressive 
cities and Community Chests. 


Holden Withdraws 
From Contest In 
Fifth District 


Former Alderman Sydney B. Holden 
filed notice of withdrawal of his can- 
didacy for the Republican nomination 
for the House of Representatives 
from the 5th Middlesex district last 
Friday prior to the expiration of the 
time limit. His withdrawal from the 
contest leaves seven remaining candi- 
dates for the two seats held for the 
past several years by Speaker Lev- 
erett Saltonstall and Representative 
Clarence S. Luitweiler. The latter is 
candidate for reelection, while 
Speaker Saltonstall will be the Re- 
publican nominee for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. 

In addition to Luitwieler, the can- 
didates who remain in the field are 
Alderman John Temperlev. Edwin H. 
Cooper, John A. Janse. Douglas B. 
Francis, Nicholas A. Loumos. and 
Robert A. Quint. The 5th Middlesex 
district, which they seek to represent, 
includes Wards 4. 5, and 6 of the city 
of Newton. 

Holden stated that his withdrawal 
from the field was an attempt to clar- 
ify the complex situation and that he 
would devote his time to the inter- 
ests of the Republican party through 
the Newton Republican Club of which 
he is president. 


Erect Drinking 
Fountain in 

Nonantum 


A drinking fountain has been in- 
stalled by the street department at 
the corner of Watertown and Chapel 
sts.. Nonantum. for use of children 
and adults of that section of the city. 
The fountain was installed at the re- 
quest of Edward A. Fahey who en- 
listed the aid of Alderman James P. 

The Nonantum 
section of the city has been without 
public drinking fouutuin for about 
12 years and storekeepers have been 
besieged on hot days by factory work- 
ers and children for water to quench 
their thirsts. 


Gives Land in 
Waban For Use 
As Playground 

An ofTer to give the city of New- 
ton land for playground purposes in 
Waban has been tendered by Frank 
L. Richardson of Woodward st.. Wa- 
ban. The ofTer was submitted through 
City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett, 
Mayor Chlids has recommended that 
the Board of Aldermen accept the of- 
fer and it Is believed that action will 
be taken in the near future. 

The land offered by Mr. Richardson 
In known as the Badger estate, sit- 
uated between Allen ave. and Beetho- 
ven ave., Waban with a frontage of 
more than four hundred feet on each 
street and about three hundred feet 
in depth. The total area is about 130.- 
000 square feet or approximately 
three acres. Mr. Richardson acquired 
title to the land in March of this 
year and at the time had in mind 
that it would be suitable for a small 
playground for junior purposes. Prior 
to taking title to the land he con- 
ferred with Mr. Ernst Hermann, su- 
perintendent of the Newton Play- 
grounds. who looked favorably upon 
the proposal. Some grading will be 
necessary to put the land in shape 
but the cost is not regarded as ex- 
cessive. 

In his communication Mr. Bartlett 
points out that such oflTers usually re- 
strict the use of land in question to 
playground purposes for a term of 
ferty or fifty years and that It is 
usual for the city to take over the 
taxes for the current year.

Squantum. who 
was in court on Monday morning on a 
charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses was continued to August 
31st. The continuance was made be- 
cause Fire Chief Clarence W. Rand- 
lett and Police Chief Michael T.

The two chiefs purchased 
a set of war books through McCarthy. 
The book agent was arrested on com- 
plaint of Harold H. Haffey, former 
commander of the Chaplain William 
J. Farrell Chapter. Disabled American 
Veterans of the World War. after the 
latter charged that he had discovered 
that McCarthy made false representa- 
tions to his prospects concerning the 
local D. A. R. chapter. McCarthy is 
employed by a firm that has a con- 
tract with the State D. A. V. 


No Kindergarten 
At Lower Falls 

Despite the protests of residents of 
Newton Lower Falls, the kindergarten 
the Hamilton school will not be 
opened when school starts on Sept. 
14. Announcement of the abolishment 
of the kindergarten was made by 
school officials late last week. Ar- 
rangement will be made to transport 
the four children expected to attend 
the kindergarten this fall to the Wil- 
liams school, Auburndale.

Seek Changes In 
Restrictions 
On Apartments 

Three Proposed Amendments 
to Be Acted Upon Sept. 8 

Several amendments to the build- 
ing code, relaxing some of the pro- 
visions affecting the construction of 
apartment houses, were presented to 
the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night upon recommendation of the 
claims and rules committee. Aider- 
man George E. Rawson. chairman of 
the committee, explained the changes 
that were sought and asked that cop- 
ies of the new provisions be drawn up 
and sent to each member of the Board 
with the understanding that action on 
the amendments would be taken at 
the next meeting on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 8th. 

Alderman Rawson stated that at the 
next meeting a hearing was to be 
given on a petition for an “apart- 
ment house” project and that the 
changes would be necessarv if the 
project were to be carried out. Three 
amendments are proposed the first of 
" hlch concerns the fireproof construc- 
tion required under the present code. 
At present it is permissible to build 
non-fireproof buildings up to an area 
of 4.000 square feet of floor space. 
The new provision would permit a 
building with 4.500 square feet of floor 
space before fireproof construction 
would be required. Alderman Raw- 
son pointed out that the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters permits a 
5.000 feet maximum for non-fireproof 
construction in its Class A insurance 
rating. Newton is one of several 
cities with a Class rating. Spring- 
field and Worcester. Mr. Rawson 
stated, have a 5,000 feet limit in their 
building codes. 

The second change proposed will 
permit of the inclusion of a kitchen- 
ette of not less than 80 square feet. 
Under the present code no room, ex- 
cept lavatories, bathrooms and com- 
partments. may be less than 90 square 
feet and there is no provision for 
kitchenette construction whatsoever. 
The change also would permit a kit- 
chenette to be but S feet in height 
instead of the S4 feet minimum now 
required. Alderman Rawson stated 
that in most cities a kitchenette of 

square feet is permitted. 

The third amendment proposed 
eliminates entirely the provision re- 
quiring at least two chimneys on an 
apartment building. 

Alderman Rawson explained that 
the changes were recommended by the 
Building Commissioner and that they 
were changes which would be sought 
in the course of time even without 
the petition that was coming up next 
month. Alderman Cronin, a member 
of the claims and rules committee, 
added that he had been informed by 
an assistant of the Building Commis 
sioner that no further changes would 
be recommended by the building de- 
partment. 

The proposed amendment reads: 

1. That Chapter XXXI of the Re- 
ised Ordinances of 1929 be amended 

by striking out Section 508 and in- 
serting in place thereof the follow- 
ing: 

Section 508: Every building erected 
for use as an apartment house or a 
tenement house exceeding forty-five 
hundred square feet in area or pro- 
viding for an independent family above 
the second floor shall be of fire proof 
construction in accordance with the 
requirements of this chapter for fire 
proof buildings. 

2. That said Chapter XXXI be fur- 
ther amended by striking out Section 
518 and inserting in place thereof the 
following: 

Section 518: In every apartment 
house or tenement house, all rooms, 
except waterdoset compartments and 
bath rooms, shall be of the following 
minimum sizes: there shall be at least 
cue room v ontaining in each compart- 
ment not less than one hundred and 
fifty square feet of floor area, and 
each other room except a kitchenette 
shall contain at least ninety square 
feet of door area, a kitchenette shall 
ci ntain not less than eighty square 
feet of floor area. Each room shall 
Ik in every part uot less than eight 
feet high from the finished floor tv' 
the finished ceiling provided that an 
attic room shall be not less thau eight 
feet high in one-half its area. 

3. That Section 524 be declared 
null and of no effect.

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LET THE READ FUND PICNIC BE HELD 

We learned this week that no plans were being made to 
conduct the Read Fund Picnic which for over fifty years has 
been an annual event which children of the Newton and 
Nonantum sections of Newton have looked forward to all 
summer with keen anticipation. In more recent years the 
playground department has conducted the affair at the Burr 
Playground upon notice from the trustees of the Read Fund 
that money was available. We were unable to reach the 
chairman of the trustees to determine the exact situation but 
were able to obtain the information that the investments in 
which the Fund has been held for years have yielded little or 
no income for some time. Last winter the trustees were unable 
to conduct the annual Read Fund Lecture course, which, with 
the picnic were made available from the Read estate when 
the fund was left for the purpose. 

It will be a great disappointment to the children of Wards 
1 and 7 if the picnic is not held. The event has become a 
tradition and many adults in Newton can recall the time in 
years gone by when they participated. If no other way can be 
found we believe it would be possible to obtain contributions 
sufficient to enable the picnic to be held if the trustees would 
authorize such an attempt. Let the Read Fund Picnic be held! 

APARTMENT HOUSE RESTRICTIONS 

The recommendation of the Claims and Rules Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen for three amendments to the building 
code are not as alarming as might seem, although in effect they 
do lighten somewhat the restrictions upon apartment house 
building. The amendments provide for non-fireproof buildings 
of 500 square foot floor area larger than at present, they per- 
mit a kitchenette with ten square feet lesser area than any 
other room, and they eliminate the provisions requiring at 
least two chimneys upon apartment buildings. Under the pro- 
posed revised code the ordinary apartment house which is 
brought to mind by that appellation could no more be built 
than at present as other restrictions would require thorough 
fireproofing. It hardly seems possible that there could be ob- 
jection to the provision for kitchenettes or for the elimination 
of unnecessary chimneys. We would oppose any change in the 
building code which would permit the intrusion of apartment 
houses into Newton but in the proposal at hand we can see 
little danger of such result. 


A CITIZEN’S GENEROSITY 

A citizen’s generosity has again come to the fore. We refer 
to the offer of land by Mr. Frank L. Richardson for play- 
ground purposes in Waban. The land which has been offered 
is in a section of the city which has insufficient playground 
facilities, particularly for the younger children. Children in 
Waban use the Angier school playground while children in 
Newton Highlands use either the playground on Centre street 
near the turnpike or the new Cold Spring Brook playground. 
A three-acre lot between these three areas is large enough to 
accommodate the younger children. Still another advantage 
is the fact that little expense would be involved in making 
the land ready for playground use. There seems to be no ques- 
tion of the advisability of accepting the offer. The generous 
spirit of the donor is yet another instance of the type of cit- 
izen which makes Newton an outstanding city. Mr. Richard- 
son deserves the sincere thanks and appreciation of all. 

ANOTHER STEP FORWARD 

Experiences of the past few years have shown clearly the 
desirability of a social service index plan as will be inaugu- 
rated next month by the Newton Community Chest. The de- 
velopment of the plan is in line with the practice in progress 
throughout the nation. Through its use any public or private 
social agency may learn whether or not aid to any family or 
individual is being given by some other agency. Duplication 
of relief work will thus be practically eliminated. The index 
will serve as a further check upon those unscrupulous few who 
seek to obtain something for nothing to the detriment of other 
needy persons. The index is another step forward in the 
proper administration of welfare work in Newton. 

A SUGGESTION OF MERIT 

In our “Letter to the Editor” column this week is a sug- 
gestion which carries considerable merit. Mr. Kellaway sug- 
gest that in the future that business blocks should be set buck 
fifteen feet from the street line on such streets as may in the 
future be opened for business. The result of course will be to 
provide for future widening of such streets when the growth 
of the city and traffic conditions warrant. The time to take cure 
of the future is the present. 






Street Commissioner Charles A. Ma- 
honey began his annual vacation on 
Monday.

In the past few years he has 
been in a steamship wreck, a boating 
accident and other incidents. Recent- 
ly while vacationing in Dennisport on 
Cape Cod lie was involved in a flight 
from a whale. Kellar. his wife, and 
several friends were on a fishing ex- 
pedition in a catboat about a mile 
oil shore when they sighted a grampus 
v. hale about 100 yards off shore. Feat- 
ing that the whale, which appeared 
to he about forty feet long, might 
come up under the boat and upset 
their craft they turned about and 
headed for shore as rapidly as pos- 
sible. They reached the shore safe- 
ly but with many anxious moments. 
According to Kellar the appearauce 
of sharks was a daily occurrence off 
Dennisport this summer and tew 
swimmers ventured far from shore. 


The will of Almaretta J. Critchett 
was filed in Middlesex Probate court 
this week. The late Auburndale res- 
ident left a personal estate valued 
at about $35,000. The will provides 
for several bequests to nephews and 
nieces and also to a number of insti- 
tutions. Five public bequests of $500 
each were made to the building fund 
of the Phillips Congregational 
Church of Watertown, American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions, American Missionary Associa- 
tion. Congregational Board of Min- 
isterial Relief, and Piedmont College 
of Demarest, Ga. 


A bill to repeal the law enacted 
two years ago legalizing the game 
of ‘‘beano" has been filed at the State 
House by Representative Clarence S.

Renewed interest in the reconstruc- 
tion of tlie Charles street bridge at 
Riverside has resulted in a request 
being made of Newton city officials 
by Boston University. The school 
seeks to have the bridge reopened for 
traffic for the football season as the 
Boston University eleven will play 
its home games at Nickerson Field 
tills fall. The request seeks to have 
the bridge repaired and if that is not 
possiblo that a now bridge be con- 
structed. A new bridge would entail 
action by the State Legislature as the 
cost would probably have to be borne 
by Newton. Weston, the county and 
possibly the state. The bridge was 
closed to traffic several years ago 
when it became unsafe for automo- 
biles to pass over it. College offi- 
cials pointed out that while the bridge 
is closed a mile and a half additional 
travel is required to approach Nick- 
erson Field from tlie other side. The 
newly organized Charles River Watei 
way Association lias aljco interested 
itself in the proposal to provide a new 
bridge at this point. Unless tem- 
porary repairs are possible it will be 
impossible to open tlie bridge this fall 
because of the necessity for action by 
tlie legislature. 


About u year ago the resurfacing 
of Beacon st. was started witli the 
work being divided into severul sec- 
tions. Work on the final section was 
started this week on a project which 
Is being done under the street de- 
partment supervision with city, coun- 
ty and state funds. The portion which 
Is now under way will extend from 
Grant ave. to Hammond st. Street 
Commissioner Charles Mahoney or 
dered the street closed to trufllc from 
Grant uve. to Glen ave. while that 
portion of the work is being com- 
pleted.

A THOUGHT FOR THE FUTURE 

To the Editor: 

One of tlie problems confronting 
tlie City of Newton government Is the 
petitions asking for a change of zone 
from residence to a business zono. In 
tlie original zoning act there were 
sets backs established upon the sin- 
gle and private zone of 25 feet from 
the street line and in the general 
zone of 15 feet. Not so in the bus- 
iness zone the thought being that tlie 
business should be placed upon tlie 
street line. 

Time lias shown that a set back 
should he provided for the business 
property as well especially upon nar- 
row streets that were built before the 
advent of tlie rapid moving vehicles 
of today. Such is the condition often 
that the streets are so narrow that 
they must needs be made one way and 
this to the detriment of the business 
concerns and the adjoining neighbor- 
hood. It is quite an annoyance for 
residents living just beyond a small 
business zone to drive all way around 
a block to reach their home but safe- 
ty demands that such regulations be 
made. 

Now a cure is available in making 
the building line for tlie business 
blocks set back 15 feet and so in tnuk- 
ing the change from general to bus- 
iness just maintain the 15 foot set 
back now existing and so relieve the 
situation for the future. There are 
instances in cities where by deed a 
permanent set back was established 
and it has been a blessing to the traf- 
fic that was unknown in tlie time of 
establishment. 

What we do in this age and gener- 
ation will reflect upon the next. We 
must take n long look ahead when 
asked to change to a business zone.

Aider- 
man Benjamin J. Bowen, chairman of 
tlie Finance Committee, stated that 
$175,000 was the original budget fig- 
ure for welfare relief but the in- 
creased number of persons on the 
welfare roles required the additional 
appropriation He estimated that tlu 
$150,000 would laHt into October or 
November and that the $8,000 would 
be sufficient for care of tlie sick un- 
til the end of the year. He stated 
that there were 450 now on the lists 
as against 360 a year ago und that 
the weekly payroll at present aver- 
aged $5,000.

Taxpayer’s Riddle Box 

Q. : What is - meant by these “Soak the Rich” taxes?

In 1931 taxes paid by the consumer (you and 
me) were 31.8 per cent of national income. Today under 
the Roosevelt administration they are 61.3 per cent, of 
all federal taxes. For 1933 the “Soak the POOR’’ taxes 
amounted to $1,088,901,635. For 1935 they had jumped 
to $2,232,402,340, an increase of more than 100 per cent, 
in two years.

Held for Grand 
Jury On Charge 
Of Manslaughter 

Finding probable cause Judge John 
C. Lynch in court Tuesday ordered 
Donato Fnricelli, 39, a WPA worker, 
of 17 John st., Newton Centre, held 
for the grand jury on a charge of 
manslaughter. The charge grew out 
of an altercation over a 15 cent 
gambling debt between Fnricelli and 
Frank Fontecchio, 65, a city employe, 
of 400 Langley rd.. Newton Centre on 
Sunday, August 9th which resulted in 
Fontecchio's death. Fontecchio died 
nr the Newton Hospital several hours 
after the altercation from Injuries re- 
ceived when his head struck the 
ground after a blow in the Jaw. 

Faricelli testified that he was 
seated on a bench when Fontecchio 
approached and knocked his hat off 
and demanded 15 cents. Fnricelli said 
he replied that Fontecchio owed him 
75 cents and that if he gave him 
that ho would give him the 15 cents. 
He quoted Fontecchio as saying, “If 
you don’t give me the 15 cents I want 
to fight with you." Faricelli told the 
court that he then arose and struck 
Fontecchio in the jaw. The latter fell 
backwards and struck his head on the 
ground. 

Tho defendant’s story was corro- 
borated in effect by several witnesses, 
including Fabio Mageri of 384 Lang- 
ley rd., Nicholas Silverstone of Lang- 
ley rd./ Louis Ciofll of 98 Main st., 
Watertown and Carlo Arduino of 274 
Langley rd. 

The witnesses for the government 
included Medical Examiner Thomas 
M. Gallagher, who testified that death 
was due to a cerebral hemorrhage, 
resulting when the victim’s head 
struck the ground: Sergeant Thomas 
F. Leehan and Patrolman William H. 
Dowling, who arrested the defendant, 
and William F. Leonard, assistant city 
engineer, who took photographs of the 
scene. Calling attention to the fact 
that Faricelli had been unable to ob- 
tain $5,000 hail his attorney asked that 
he he released on his personal recog- 
nizance nfter the court had found 
probable cause. Sergeant Patrick J. 
King, the police prosecutor, objected, 
however, and Judge Lynch set $500 
bail. P’aricelli furnished the bond 
and was released. 


Water In Charles River 

At High Level 


According to the records of the 
Metropolitan District Commission, 
Riverside Station, the water on the 
Charles at Newton and Waltham is 
the highest that it has been for the 
month of August due to the owners of 
the water rights maintaining a level 
in agreement with the M. D. C. under 
a tentative understanding of purchase. 

In sharp contrast to the records of 
a year ago when the water was vir- 
tually drained from the Charles River 
exposing the flats, canoeing is again 
popular. In 1931 and again In 1935 
it became impossible for the M. D. C. 
Motor Patrol to function. 

With the birth of the Charles River 
Waterway Association, Inc. last 
spring, when the water was again fast 
receding from the river hanks: which 
banded together such organizations as 
Boston University who maintain Nick- 
erson Field, and the United States 
anil New England Canoe Racing As- 
sociations who created Necra Centre, 
the former Newton Boat Club, the 
situation was brought to the atten 
tion of Governor Curley who inter- 
ested himself in the project with the 
result tiiat the way was cleared for 
the purchase of the water rights by 
the M. I). C. through the efforts of 
Mayor Frederick L. MacDonald o f 
Waltham. 

At a meeting of the Waterway As- 
sociation held recently, Mayor Edwin 
O. Childs of Newton, himself an ardent 
canoeist of by-gone days, stated that 
the canoeists could again expect to 
have favorable water for canoeing. 
President John F. Vender pointed out 
that many persons who visited the 
Charles in recent years were prob- 
ably of the opinion that because of 
low water, canoeing was no longer to 
he enjoyed at Riverside. Comptroller 
Ralph E Brown stated that the Trus- 
tees of Nickerson Field were moved 
to locate their athletic field in Wes- 
ton so that students cooped up in 
stuffy dormitories in the city, might 
have an opportnuity to reach the open 
spaces with a minimum of expense 
and time Boston University main- 
tains a boathouse on tho Charles. 
James Gordon Lovell representing the 
New England Canoe Racing Associa- 
tion, Inc. said that his organization 
chose Newton as a location because 
no other section of the Charles River 
had as much to offer for the sport 
as Riverside. Proprietors of the lo- 
cal boathouses stated that business 
has showed a sharp increase, no doubt 
duo to the activities of the Charles 
River Waterway Association, Inc. and 
its affiliated associations. With the 
now present return of better condi- 
tions on the Charles, an increase in 
the use of canoes is expected.

Rural Free Delivery of 

Mail Established 1896 

Rural free delivery of mail was 
established on Oct. 1, 1890. Such a 
service was first officially suggest- 
ed by Postmaster General John 
VVanamaker, in his annual report 
for the fiscal year 1891. 

On Jan. 5, 1892, James O’Don- 
nell of Michigan introduced a bill 
in the House of Representatives au- 
thorizing rural mail delivery. His 
bill carried an appropriation of $6,- 
0t)0,000. It did not pass. Later 
Thomas E. Watson, a congress- 
man from Georgia, sponsored a 
bill which appropriated $10,000 for 
experimental rural mail delivery. 
This was passed by Congress 
March 3, 1893, and on July 16, 
1894, a sum of $20,000 was appro- 
priated for the same purpose. But 
the postmaster general did not 
deem these amounts sufficient for 
the proper introduction of an ex- 
perimental service, so the/ were 
not used. 

On June 9, 1896, the sum of $10,- 
000, together with the former ap- 
piopriations of $30,000, was made 
available, and the first experimen- 
tal rural mail delivery service was 
established on Oct. 1 of that year, 
simultaneously on three routes — 
from Charles Town, Uvilla and 
Halltown, all wi West Virginia. 

The results were so satisfactory 
that nine months after the estab- 
lishment of the first routes the 
service had grown to 82 routes, and 
by 1902 there were more tl.un 11,- 
000 in operation. On May 1, 1935, 
the rural delivery routes numbered 
35,102.

The north side of the city will have 
Increased fire protection when the 
new 12-inch main belt line water sup- 
ply from Albemarle rd. to Rumford 
nve. is completed. Water Commis- 
sioner Joseph J. Murray announced 
thla week that bids for the contract 
for furnishing pipe and fittings for 
the project will he opened at city 
hull on September first. It Is ex- 
pected the cost of the new water main 
will be approximately $58,000 with 
regular water department employees 
being given employment on the joi>. 

The proposed main will he just un- 
der two miles long and will require 
about two and a half months to lay. 
Commissioner Murray stated that the 
main will be extended to Auburn and 
Melrose sts., Auburndale although 
tills project will not be undertaken 
until next year. 

The main to be installed this fail 
will provide a greater volume of water 
for fire protection. It will be a con 
tinuation of the loop that was made 
from the junction of Jackson rd. and 
Washington st. to Albemarle and 
Crafts st. and thence to Brookside 
ave. and Washington st.

’Vew Well 

Will Decrease 
Water Costs 

Making Supply Sufficient At 
Normal Times 


The new well to be dug on the up- 
per reservation of the Newton Water 
Reservation at Needham is planned 
for the purpose of making the city 
independent of the Metropolitan water 
supply according to Water Commis- 
sioner Joseph J. Murray. The de- 
sirability of such a step is seen in 
the great savings in cost which will 
result as the city can produce its own 
water at about a third of that paid 
to the Metropolitan District. Mr. Mur- 
ray points out that the cost of pro- 
ducing a million gallons of water from 
the Needham reservation is but $35 
against a price of $115 paid to the 
Metropolitan District Commission for 
a similar amount. 

During the recent drouth the daily 
consumption of water reached the 
highest point in the history of the 
city with a total of something over 
eleven millions of gallons per day 
About one third of this amount was 
supplied from the Metropolitan water 
system. With the new well which is 
being planned it is expected that in 
normal periods no water will be drawn 
from tlie Metropolitan system but that 
it will he available in case of drouth 
or unusual use of water. 

The city water system now includes 
two dug collecting wells and one long 
connecting gallery. Commissioner 
Murray plans to engage a firm of ex- 
perts to make test borings to deter- 
mine the best location for the pro- 
posed third well. The Board of Al- 
dermen at the last meeting appropri- 
ated the sum of $1,000 for this pur- 
pose.

How the Committee Works

Upon the facts and evidence sub- 
mitted, the Budget Committee deter- 
mines what each agency needs for 
1937 to carry on its work properly 
and give satisfactory service to the 
community. It recommends those fig- 
ures to the Board of Directors of the 
Community Chest, which will meet on 
September 29th. to receive that report.

Open On Tuesday, Sept. 8

U. S. Loses Trade 
by New Treaties 

Foreign Nations Dump Prod- 
ucts Here Under Latest 
New Deal Policies. 


Washington, D. C. — American for- 
eign trade balances are shrinking 
rapidly as a direct result of the 
New Deal Party’s reciprocal tariff 
treaties, latest figures released by 
the Department of Commerce show. 

The United States is losing daily 
with every country with which the 
New Deal treaties have been put 
into operation, the figures show. 

At the same time, United States 
imports jumped upward, from $1,- 
644,055,000 in 1934, before the trea- 
ties went into effect, to $2,047,287,- 
000 in 1935 after the agreements 
were in operation. 

Only Germany Barred. 

Germany is the only country in 
the entire world that does not reap 
the benefits of the tariff reductions 
in the New Deal treaties, because 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
ruled Germany out of the recipro- 
cal tariff system. 

All in all, for the first six months 
of 1936, foreign trade books of the 
United States wer' in the red 
$9,011,000 as compared with a black 
ink showing of $29,645,000 for the 
corresponding period in 1935. Mean- 
while, the American trade position 
with Germany improved more than 
400 percent. 

The report reveals that witl 14 
of the 51 nations of the world, Amer- 
ican exports actually declined in 
the first six months of 1936, caus- 
ing Americans to lose millions of 
dollars. 

Cuba Shows Gains. 

The negative balance of trade 
with Cuba, which is always present 
because of heavy United States sug- 
ar purchases, jumped from $31,628,- 
000 to $51,935,000 under the recipro- 
cal treaties. 

The favorable balance of trade 
with Brazil dropped from $26,111,- 
000 to $24,712,000. The favorable 
balance with Canada dropped from 
$28,038,000 to $24,662,000. 

With Sweden, in 1935, the United 
States had a favorable trade bal- 
ance of $851,000, the report shows, 
but in 1936, after the New Deal’s 
tampering, the United States had a 
negative balance with Sweden of 
$1,337,000. 


Famous Historian 
Hits New Dealers 
on Broken Pledges 


New York, N. Y. — America’s 
most famous historian, James Trus- 
low Adams, in his latest volume on 
current history, discloses that from 
the nonpartisan viewpoint of the 
historian the New Deal administra- 
tion has broken more pledges to the 
people than any other administra- 
t.on. 

“I cannot recall any other presi- 
dent and party which ras gone so 
far in the solemnity of their 
pledges,” Mr. Adams writes in his 
new book. ‘‘Nor do I recall any 
other such repudiation of them. 

“That repudiation has not been 
the result of overwhelming circum- 
stance, but has largely resulted 
from the endeavor to make over 
the whole pattern of our social and 
economic life to meet the personal 
approbation of a president. 

‘‘The question at once arises, how 
can self-government continue if a 
people cannot put trust in the most 
solemn pledges of the party and 
candidates for whom the majority 
vote? 

“If we cannot c.o so, then the 
system of party government must 
crumble and we have nothing to 
take its place, except dictatorship 
or revolutionary chaos.”
